Serious Accident on the Cincin- 
nati Southern Road at 
Junction City. 


The Engine of a Freight Train 
Crashes Into a Crowded 
Sleeper. 


All the Occupants, Asleep at the Tinie, 
Hurled Frem the Wrecked Car—None 
Killed, but Many feriously Injared—Two 
Premiseat Rallread Mea Fatally Hurt 
Cause of the Accident—The Conflagra- 
tion at Owensboro, Ky.—Several Guests 
ot the Rudd House Injured by Jumping 
From the Windows of the Upper Stories— 
The Rails Spread—Collapse ef az ice 
House—Casualties and Fires. 


CINCINNATI, O., Nov. %7.—A miraculous 
escape from death by the occupants of the 
Jacksonville (Fia.) sleeping car on the 
Cincinzgat! Southern road happened at 
Junction Oitv at 8:38 o’clock. The Louisville 
& Nashville Railroad crossesthe Southern at 
this point and when Train No. 8 of the South- 
ern road reached the station on schedule 
time and stopped at the usual place, the mid- 
die sleeper ofthe three was directly across 
the track of the Louisville& Nashville. On 
the latter roada heavy freight was coming 
from the West. It . should dave 
stopped 200 feet from the crossing 
until the track was clear, but for some reason 
the freight train did not stop. It is said the 
brakes would not work, and that the grade 
was steep. At any rate the train came rush 
ing on and struck the sleeper in the center, 
the engine ploughing through and breaking 
the car to pieces, throwing the eccupants 
right and left on either side of the track. The 
engine left the track and crashed into the 
baggage-room of the Louisville & Nashville 
depot. Fortunately the wrecked oar did net 
take fire, and no one was killed outright.

The Cenfiagration at Owensbero: 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., Nov. 7.—A special to the 


Courier-Journal from Owensboro, Ky., says: 


Owensboro was visited last night by the most 
destructive fire in her history and when the 


debris is cleared away and order reigns, it is 
feared that the conflagration will be found to 
have been attended with loss of life. At 1 
o’clock the fire had destroyed property to the 
amount of $250,000, and was still burning. At 
that time it was believed that at least five 
persons met their death under falling walls, 
while others were seriously injured in jumping 
from burning bulidings. The fire originated 
im a pantry in the basement of the Rudd 
House, a handsome modern hate!, which was 
filled with sleeping guests. The fire had 
gained considerable headway before it was 
discovered and then it rapidly gutted the 
house. The guests were awakened and ran 
out into the streets in their night clothing, 
while many, crazed by fear, jumped from the 
windows of the hotel. Among these were 
two ladies and a child, ofall whom are badly 
injured. Wm. H. Hohn, Jr., jumped from a 
third-story window of the Rudd House, fell 
on bis back and is fatally injared. There are 
five guests ofthe Rudd House who are miss- 
ing and they are believedto have burned to 
death while sieeping. Charles Leibeck, a 
traveling salesman from Philadelphia, and 
Charles Bareford of New Albany had a narrow 
escape and were badly burned. A high wind 
was blowing atthe time the fire originated, 
and after the hotel had been swept away the 
flames reached the Bank of Commerce bulld- 
ing, next door, and that with the buildings 
occupied by Marks & Dregan, grocers, and 
Quicksert & Co., merchant tailors, was soon 
ashes. The building on the corner, occupied 
by the Owensboro Me er, with its costly 
outfit, was the rextto be attacked, and ina 
few minutes it was destroyed. The fire then 
spread around the corner and burned the 
buildings occupied by Marker’s saloon; 
Smith, butcher; Williams, furnishing goods; 
John Reinhardt, furniture; A. J. Wadley’s 
fine stone building, and D. A. Evans’ livery 
stable. — 

Charles Danford of New Albany, Ind., was 
fataily injured by jumping from the fourth 
story to the pavement below. Charies A.

That Demo- 
crate will be returnea inthe places of retir- 
ing Democratic Senators is absolutely cer- 
tain, but that the party will be able to choose 
Democrats to fill the seats of Republicans 
whose terms expire in March is in most cases 
yet to be determined. 


SENATORS TO BE CHOSEN. 

The States whose Legislatures elect Senators 
the coming winter are: California, Colorado, 
Connecticut, Florida, Illinois, Indiana, Kau- 
sae, Missour!, Nevada, New Hampshire, New 
York, North Carolina, North Dakota, Penn- 
syivania, Seuth Dakota, Washington and 
Wisoconsis. To gain control of the Senate 
the Democrats must secure eight of 
the sixteen seats now held by 
the sixteen Republicans who go out in March. 
There is a certainty that they will be guccess- 
ful in Wisconsin and New York, and the indi- 
cations point to the réturra of Democrats from 
Kansas, Illinois, South Dakota and New 
Hampshire. But this would not give them 
contro! of the body, and the probabilities are 
that the change of political complexion of the 
United States Senate will not occur before 
1898. The defeat of Inga'is in Kansas, which 
is now claimed, will necessitate the election 
of another presiding officer inthe absence of 
Vice-President Morton. 

LEGISLATION. 

The chief questions of national importance 
which will engage the attention of the new 
Congress are the Lodge election or force bill 
and the tariff. The probabi'ities now are that 
the former measure will be permitted to sleep 
where it now lies, in the Senate. Republicans 
attribute their defeat in large part to the ac- 
tion of the present Congress in pressing it for 
passage and the threat that it would bocome a

Dangereusly Near a Tie, 


BALTIMORE, Md., Nov. 7.—A special] to the 
American from Washington says: The latest 
returns to-day indicate that after March 4 
next, the Senate will be dangerously 


near a tile. The big Republican 
majority of 14 in the upper branch of Congress 
may aimost totally disappear and with the 
aid of such Senators as Plumd, 
Pettigrew and Paddock the Democrats 
would be able to control tariff legisia- 
tion in the Senate as well as in the House. 
The Senate now stands forty-seven Repubil- 
cans and thirty-seven Democrats. The new 
States of Idabo and Wyoming will increase 
this majority to fourteer whea Congress meets 
again in December.

Even her name 
does not figure in the list of graduates of the 
institution, and it ie not unfair to surmise 
that, unable alone to face a combine of 
male collegians similarte that now arrayed 
against three of her sex, the soiltary giri- 
student abandoned her dream of becoming a 
druggist and submitted to a ‘‘freeze-out,’’ 
leaving college without her diploma. 

HISSED AND RIDICULED. 

It is stated thatatfirst the surprise of the 
male juniors ofthe present term at the Col- 
lege of Pharmacy over the invasion of another 
professional domain by women wasso great 
that their inaignation found no voice. This 
was only temporary, however, and soon the 
tystem of persecution began, under which 
the brave trio still suffers every lecture night. 
This persecution is, according to description, 
of amature which, were it practiced on one of 
thelr own sex, would result in some ot the 
jumior class requiring a personal application 
ofseveral of the soothing sajves and medi- 
olnal ointmerts named in their own pharma- 
cops. 

It ie said that when one of the three female 
juniors appears in the class-room ata time 
when the lecturer chances to be out, she is 
greeted with derisive cat-calis, shouts of 
Hello, girls!’’

SPEAK ERS HIT. 

With an unwieldy majority of 140 or 
thereabout elected to the next House in 
antagonism to a Republican Senate 
and President, the Democrats will have 
some difficulty in harmonizingand keep- 
ing within safe bounds the factions sure 
to be formed sooner or later in their own 
ranks. The great prizes they have yet to 
secure before they can carry out their 
policy—a Deocratic President and a 
Democratic 1 on their suc- 
cess'in maintaining their own solidarity 
and the hold on popular confidence 
which they now have. 

But this very work of President-making 
and Senator-making is fraught with per- 
sonal rivairies that continually breed in- 
ternal dissensions. Already there are 
dangerous symptoms of a premature fight 
over the Speakership a year in advance 
of the election, involved with President- 
making schemes two years in advance of 
the nomination. For the first time in 
many years the immense Democratic vote 
of the North is fully represented in Con- 
gress, and the Northern Democrats will 
have a majority of the Democratic caucus 
and be in a position to direct the action of 
the party. They think it would be a 
graceful and politic thing for their 
Southern brethern to celebrate this 
uncommon and unexpected victory 
by conceding them the Speaker- 
ship, thus putting an end to the 
sectional cry that a Democratic 
House is always officered and ruled by the 
South. On the other hand friends of 
Southern aspirants are saying that as the 
South is willing to concede the Presidency 
to the Northern * Democrats it is only fair 
that the Speakership be conceded to the 
South. 

Luckily, however, for the party, there 
is no prospect as yet of a union of either 
section on a single candidate, and it is to 
be hoped that, with a year in which to 
study. the situation and the claims of the 
several candidates, there will be no ap- 
pearance of a sectional line in the vote on 
the Speakership. Either North or South 
can furnish men capable of filling the

A VALUABLE CORNER. 


Feurth Street the Coming Wall Street of St. 
Leuls—Water Mains and Electric Lights 
im the West Bad—The Wainwright Balld- 
ing—Reperts of the Sate of Acre Sites 
and Namerous Small Preperties. 


It was currently reported in real estate cir- 
les to-day that the St. Louis Trust Co. is ne- 
gotiating for the purchase of the four-story 
bullding at the northeast corner of Fourth 
and Olive streets, where the Continental Bank 
is now located.

To obtain the greatest amount of light and 
ventilation with little waste of space as possi- 
bie the architect bas arranged the ground pian 
ofthe building very much in the form of a 
doudle L. This plan provides for a court 
opening to the north 82 feet wide and having a 
Gepth of 65 feet, that is extending into the 
building within 49 feet of the Chestnut street 
front. © still farther facilitate light and 
ventilation in the rear, there is a 9-foot offset 
on the west line of the building, commencing 
49 feet from the Chestnut street front. This 
arrangement gives a light shaft 24 feet wide, 
with the alley, for offices in the north western 
section of the buildivug, where sunlight and 
plenty of air will make the apartments de- 
sirabie as front rooms. In fact all the rear 
rooms will be abundantly lighted, as they are 
to open on the court or one of the alieys. 

In the finished basement there will most 
likely be an extensive lurkish bath establish- 
ment perfect in ite appolatments. Over this 
the first two stories will be carried up in Mais- 
sour! granite, and above that the facades will 
be of stock brick relieved by ornamentations 
of cut brown stone.

Effects of the Union Pacific Boycett—Supt. 
Merrill’s Resignatieon—Ratiroad News. 


The Usion Pacific boycott still continues at 
Omaha, and the outcome of the trouble is de- 
cidedly enigmatical, says the St. Joseph News. 
Via the Lower Mississippi River points the 
embargo was only in effect three days, but 
stiil a marked decrease in business was felt 
bere. On Nov. 1 Freight Auditer Van Buren 
of the Union Pacific lesued a circular cancel- 
ing through billing via Kansas Vity and St. Jo- 
seph on all transcontinental business geing to 
points on the 8t. Joseph & Grand Isiand or 
pointe west. The action was premature, 
however, aad cecidediy aggressive on the 
part of the Union Pacific, since the south- 
western division of the Western Freight As- 
sociation bad taken no action in the matter. 
During the few days following Nov. 1, & 
marked decrease was noted in the business 
given to the Grand Island here. On the 3d of 
November Mr. Van Buren canceled his pre- 
vious ciroular, and everything is again lovely 
as far as St. Joseph is concerned. 

At Omaha the war still wages. The per- 
centages will have to be readjusted, so much 
is certain; but whether the Unien Pacific will 
win or the Western Freight Association is 
open to doubt. The whole matter is only a 
beginning of a movement that is inevitable in 
American railread operatien; namely, con- 
solidation ef through lines. It is predicted 
by railroad men ef experience that avery 
short time will see all transcontinental 
lines operating under cossolidation. 
The Vanderbilt-Northwestern-Union Pacific 


combination is, as recent developments show, 

in a position to dictate to lines who are not as 
securely connected. Similar combinations 
are inevitabie. A Chicago, Burlington & 
Quincy and Pennsylvania road combination 

would make an iron-elad through line, par- 
ticuiarly as the “ is seeking an outlet on 
the Pacific coast in Washington. Such forma 

tions will undoubtedly be preci pitated by the 
present confilot ofthe Union Pacific against 
ite eompetitors.

A BNEW RULE FOR CONDUCTORS AND priv: 
ERS ON SEVERAL STREET CAR LINES. 


The Bardships of Condectors and Employes 
Whe Claim te Be Already Over- Worked 
and Usder-Paid—A Ran and Jamp for 
Dinner—20 Cents for Three Heures“ 
Werk. 


The rule which is causing @ great deal of 
talk among local street car employes has re- 
cently been issued by the manager of the 
Cable & Western Railroad Co. Conductors 
and gripmen are aliowed ten minutes to eat 
their breakfast and ten minutes fer dinner. 
How the rule works is best explained bya 
conductor who was asked about it yeater- 

ay: 

**S0 you've noticed it, haye you, he asked 
with surprise. Well, it’sa daisy. On this 
line the run from the power-house on Ohan- 
ning avenue ta the end of the road west is 
only five minutes. It takes one minute to

This 
rule not only entails suffering amd worry to 
the men, but it also puts them under obliga- 
tions to other empioyes. Your car must be 
switched at the other end and you must get 
someone to do itforyou, as the company 
does not furnish a man for that pu se. 

Besides the usual duties ofa conductor ia 
collecting fares, the conductor must deposit 
$85 with the company on accepting the pos- 
itien and then buy bis own uniform at from 
$18 to #25. He must buy $8 worth of children’s 
tickets with his own mosey and stand the loss 
of connterfeits and bad coin. The gripman, 
who isa hard worker, as constantly on the 
lookout for danger as am engineer, and who | 
is a skilled workman, wust also buy his own 
uplform. 

WHAT THEY EARN. 

For all this responsibility and servitude we 
are paid 19% cents an hour for nine cossecu- 
tive hours each day, or 180 centea day.

RUMORED PAILURE OF WANAMAKER. 

It was not until poon thatthe market felt 
auything liken panic. At that time the re- 
port was circulated that John W. Wanamaker 
was involved andthathe wasonthe brink 
offailure. This ramor spread like wildfire, 
and exerted a great influence on stocks. 
Block after block of Western railroad secur- 
ities was thrown upon the market, from 
which the bottom appeared to havo fallen. A 
most markea stringency in money 
was deveieped, owing to the great 
demands made upon bankers for 
funds to carry stoces, and the interest rate 
advanced ata bound te 20 per cent, money 
being diflieult to obtain even at that 
rate. The advance in Bank of 
Engiand rates from 6 to 6 per cent 
caused an immense amount of stock to be 
thrown en the market. There were a few 
spasmodic efforts made to sustain prices, but 
the bulls were fairly overwhelmed by the 
flood of securities that came out, and soon 
ceased to make any further efforts to sustain 
rallronds, concentrating their attention on 
sugar certificates. 

A GENERAL PANIC, 

In their efforts to prevent a disastrous 
break here they were successful, these se- 
curities helding up better than any on the 
list, but railread stocks were ruthlessly 
siaughtered. There was scene of 
wild excitement on the Stock Ex- 
change, and it was evident that many 
specuiators were in a very precarious 
condition, as they were obliged to sei! part of 
their holdings for what they would bring is 
order to protect the rest. The rumored fal- 
ure of Wanamaker did not meet with univer- 
sal credence, but it was generally ad- 
mitted that the firm was emoarrassed. 
While this had no direct infilnence 
on the price of stocks its indirect effects were 
disastrous, as it was regarded as a precursor 
of other failures which would utterly dem r- 
alize the markets. In addition to those who 
were obliged to realize there was a 
great rush of stock owned by men 
who wished to sell before the anticipated 
panic took place, andinthe absenco of any 
sustaining force the whole line went down, a 
majority of the stocks reaching the lowest 
point touched during the year. There seems 
to be no reasonable prospect of immediate re- 
Hot trom the financial stringency, and to- 
morrow is looked forward to with gloomy 
forebodings.

George on Runners, 


In a recent interview W. G. George, the 
English runner, stated in answer toa question 
as to what men have been the greatest run- 
ners ever known: ‘‘Cummings and Myers 


certaliniy for their respective distances. Cum- 
mings was the best professional ever heard of 
at the time when vas at the head inthe 
amateur world, and we tried to get a race, as 
ali the ‘pros’ said he could win and the ama- 
teurs maintained I could. But the Amateur 
Athletic Association wouldn't consent to the 
propesal thatI should run him one, four and 
ten miles for a cup—the proceeds, it I 
won, to be devoted te charitabie institutions— 
because they said it would be establishing 
a bad precedent. So I made myself a profes- 
sional (that was in ’85), and 1 met him in the 
three evénts for £100 aide each race. I won 
the mile at Line Bridge; we had 30,008 people. 
He won the next two, doing the ten miies in 
the fastest on record, his time being 51m. 
6 8-5e., against my previous record- of 61m. 
20s. Ithen went to America and spent nine 
months there. Myers, who was an amateur, 
made himself a professional to meet 
me and we ran at Madisen Square 
Gardens, New York. It was a small covered 
track unsuited to my running, andthe dis- 
tances—haif-a-mile, 1,000 yards, and three- 
quarters ofamile—were not mine, but he 
wouldn't rum longer. He won all three, We 
had splendid meetings. On my retura I had 
three races again with Cummings, similar to 
the first series, and again I wou the mile, do- 
ing 4m. 12%s8., the iastest on record, hat 
4m. 12%. is my best effort. Cummings fell 60 
yards from home. We ran. the first three- 
quarters of a mile almosta dead heat. Then 
be got away in the last lap, but I caught him, 
and when was lending y a 
yard he cracked and fell on the side 
of the grass. Cummings easliy captured 
the four miles, but in the ten miles, after we 
had gone balf the journey at a great pace, his 
leg broke down and I wor the series. Those 
six races with Cummings brought mea clear 
net profit of £2,700. That’sthe sunny side of 
the business. 

**Practioaliy those victories finished my 
running. I went again to Now York, and had 
n general zperambulat ion. Did Philadelphia, 
Washington, Chicago, Kansas City, California, 
and Sun Francisco; took steamer for Sydaey, 
had a look at Hoaoluliu—a lovely place—and 
the late Father Damien’s island, journeyed 
on to Auckland (New Zealand), stopped — 
fortnight there, and thence to Sydney.’

A DOUBLE AFFLICTION. 


Mether and Ser Daughter Die Within a 
Few Heures of Each Other. 


New YoOrK, Nov. 7.—Anita Henna de Schroe- 
der and her daughter, Agnes de Schroeder, of 
Ponce, Porto Rico, died within a few hours of 
each other at No. 145 East Fifty-second street, 
on election day. The double family afiliction 
was surrounded by circumstances which 
made the deaths unusually sad. Mrs. de 
Sobroeder was a comparatively young weman. 


She was the widow of Henrich de Schroeder 
a German nobleman, who almost a quarter of 
a century age entered the Consular service of 
his native country. He was sent to represent 
Germany at Porto Rico. A few years after- 
wards he fell in love with and married Asita 
Henna, the daughter of one of the well-known 
citizens of the isiand. They had five chiidren. 
A little more than a year ago De Scbhroeder’s 
health began to fail. He was soon ebliged to 
leave the island, as the tropical climate was 
considered too severe. Accompanied dy his 
family he came to this city where his brother- 
in-law, Dr. C. Jull Henna, and bis motber-in- 
law had already come to lle. They arrived 
here early in the summer aud meved to 16 
East Fifty-secend street. Herr de Schroeder 
grew worse rapidly and died in August. He 
was buried in Greenwood Cemetery. His 
wife returned to Porto Rico to settle up the 
estate and came back to New York about two 
mouths ago. A few weeks afterward Agnes de 
Schroeder, the eldest daughter, became i)! with 
the measies. A second ehild who bore his 
father’s name, Heinrich, became iii also. 
They had just recovered from the illness 
when both were stized with pneumonia. The 
three sisters of the child soon showed symp- 
toms of the same disease. Mrs. de 
Schroeder, whe has not Been well for some 
time, was soon worn out from nursing the 
children and was attacked with brain fever. 
Despite the gare of physicians, Agnes died 
at 10 o'clock en esday morning. Her 
mother died at 5 o’clock on the game day. 
The bodies were removed from the heuse at 
onee and were buried in Greenwood Cemetery 
on Wednesday. The other four children were 
taken to the noh Hospital, where it is bo- 
lieved they will recover.

GEN. NELSON A, MILES ON THE RELIGIOUS 
CRAZE AMONG THE INDIANS. 


— — 


The Craze Extends te sixteen Tribes—A 
Number ef Redskins Posing a8 the Mes- 
siah— The General Believes the Mer- 
mons Are the Prime Movers in the 
Impesition Upon the Indiaus. 


Sr. PavL, Minn., Nov. 7.—Maj.-Gen. Nelson 
A. Miles, United States Army Commander of 
the Military Division of the Missotri, arrived 
in St. Paul yesterday and registered at the 
Ryan Hotel. The General was interviewed by 
a reporter and in the course of a long conver- 
sation made some interesting statements re- 
garding the causes and nature of the religious 
craze now existing among the Indian tribes of 
the West. 

**I have been out in Utan, Montana and the 
Cheyenne Reservation,’’ said Gen. Miles, 
investigating this craze. You have no 
doubt heard that the Indian tribes in 
the districts I have mentioned are re- 
ported to believe that a Messiah has 
come who is to restore them to their former 
glory, bring back the buffale and drive the 
whites from the land. I have learned that 
this belief exists among the various tribes ef 
Sioux, Cheyennes, Blackfeet, Shoshones and 
other tribes. In all the craze has extended to 
sixteen tribes, the Snake Indians being the 
only ones to repudiate it. There is no doudt 
that many of the Indians holding this belief in 
the Indian Messiah are sincere, and some few 
have certainly seen some persen whom they 
teok to be that Messiah. Several small 
parties of Imdians have gene westward from 
their tribes to some point which, as near 
as I can locate, is Nevada, and there 


they have been shown somebody disguised as 
the Messiah and have spoken with him. Iam 
inclined to believe that there is more than 
one person impersonating this Messiah, as 
when Sioux have spoken with him he has 
replied in the Sioux language and to Black- 
feet be has spoken their tongue and so on 
with the representatives of each sation or 
tribe, speaking their own language to each. 

‘*What do you thiuk * respoasibie for this 
impesition upon the Indians?’’ 

MORMONS RESPONSIBLE. 

‘*I cannot state positively, but it is my de- 
lief that the Mormons are the prime movers 
in it. This is not a hard statement to believe, 
for there are 200,000 Mormons and they them- 
selves claim to believe ia prophets and spirit- 
ual manifestations, and they even now claim 
te hold intercourse with the spirit of Joe 
Smith. Besides, they have bad missionaries 
at work among the diane for may years 
and they have many converts. 

Do you think this new belief of the Indians 
will lead to an outbreak and bioodshed.’’ 

‘‘I do not think so, Sut where an ignorant 
race of people become religious fanatics, it is 
hard to tell just what they will de. It is note- 
worthy, however, that this so-called Messiah 
tolls the Indians that when he comes to reign 
over them he says that firearms will ne longer 
be used er necessary. He tells them also 
that with his coming the dead Indians will ali 
be raisea to life, the buffaio will leturn and he 
will draw a line behiad on which he will 
gather all theIndians ana thes he will roll the 
earth back upon the whites. This has natur- 
ally excited the Indians and large sumbers 
have accepted the new belief. Among those 
whe have done 60, none are mere ardent than 
Sitting Bull, whe is intensely Indian ia all his 
Ideas. 

Do you think that the person who is im- 
personating the Messiah isa white man or an 
indian?’’ 

THE MESSIAH. 

„Those who have seen him say de is muffled 
up and disguised so that they don’t see his 
face, but 1 believe that he is a full-blooded 
white. The argument the Indians usec in dis- 
cussing{ithe matter is that the whites have bad 
their Messiah and the Indians now have theirs; 
that if it is reasonable for the whites to believe 
in a Messiah it is réasonable for the Indians to 
do so, teo, and that they have as much right 
to have an Indian Messiah as the whites bave 
to have a white Messiah. The situation is not 
alarming in any way and I do not know 
whether any action will be taken by the Gov- 
erument regarding the matter untli after 1 
have made my report.

TOO BITTER TO REPEAT. 


The Experience ot Telegraph Operaters as 
an Organized Body, 


NIW York, Nov. 7.—The Worldsays: ‘‘Tele- 
graphers’ brotherhoods do not seem to pros- 
per in this country. The last organization of 
this kind was formed in the West in 1889, with 
headquarters in Chicago and large branches 
in St. Paul, 8%. Louis and other Western 
cities. But the Western Union, Postal and 
the North American Telegraph Cos. de not 
look kindly on such organizations of their 


employes ane have combined to crush them 
out before they become ripe enough for 
mischief. The com panies learned o 
organization in the . West, 
they had a complete list 
of the members they dismissed everyone 
ofthem. afterwards they announced they 
would take back all but the leaders, on con- 
dition that they would abandon the Brother- 
hood and subscribe to an iroa-bound oath not 
to join anotber labor organization while they 
are in the ompiey of the company. The 
Brotherhood beid a meeting in ‘or 
day last, and r resolved to disband. 
Notice of the disbanding was sent to each of 
the companies,and the members, after taking 
the oath prescribed, were reinstated. The 
Bretherheod did not extend to the East, and 
ia supposed to have had no members in New 
Tork. It ls understood, however, that a most 
secret organization of telegrashers does 
exist in this city which sympathizes with the 
Western Brotherhood, though in no way 
connected with it. Since the great telegraph- 
ers’ strike in 1883, which proved so disastrous 
tothe employes, it has been impossible to 
erfect any strong organization of operators. 
hey were so completely crusbed at that time 
the majority have not dared to join any 
combirgation since and the secrét order that 
does exist is too weak todo either Food or 
harm. All the old strikersof 1888 that were 
taken back by the Western Union were 
obliged to take just such an 
iron bound oath as the members 
of the Brotherhood in the West have taken. 
It ia probable that none of these old operators 
have ever joined any labor orggnization and 
look upon them asa delusion and a snare. An 
old operator sald yesterday that it would be 
impossible to get one-tenth of the present 
eperators in the East to join any organiza- 
tion, asthe experience of 1883 was too bitter 
to be repeated. Operators, on the whole, 
would * te accept what the company 
give rather than to enter into another contest 
with them. The disbandment of the Western 
Brotherhood shows how little chance the em- 
pioyes would have against their masters. 


THE PRICE OF CHAMPAGNE, 


New Yerk Hotel Men Make a New 
Schedule. 


New Tonk. Nov. 7.—Persons who are in the 
babit of drinking imperted champagne, either 
because they like itor because they have been 
taught to believe that no geod chamgagne 
can be made in this country, will have to pay 
more for their cheering tippie—that is if they 
buy it at any of the big botels of the city. Two 
dollars a pint and $4 a quart have 


been settied upen as the quotations. 
The hotel men dad 4 ae. of 
their association at the Fifth Avenue Hotel 
yesterday and unanimously agreed on the 
advance. Ata meeting two or three days be- 
fore everybody present had favored the in- 
crease in price, and Messrs. Bresiin, Matthews 
and Brockway had been named as a commit- 
tee to wait upon unrepresented hotel proprie- 
tors. The committee’s report was favorable, 
and nobody objected to the new scnedule, 
The advanced rates apply to all foreign cham- 
pagne. The hotel men look for an increased 
demand for American champagne as a result 
of the new schedule. The new rates are to 
take effect as soon as poes!ble—that is, as soon 
as the hotels can get out the new wine carda, 
but withina week the advanced prices will 
probably be in effect generally in the hotels.

The ‘‘Artificial Natural Gas“ Plan Which 
Mr. A. ©. Chipley Will Bring to the 
Attention ef the Meeting Called by the 
Mayer fer le-Morrow Evening—The 
Scheme te Prevent Smoke Explained. 


To-morrow nighta meeting will be hela by 
St. Louls business men at the Mercantile Club 
to discuss the smoke nuisance and, if : 
bie, to solve that difficult prodlem. 

The meeting will undoubtedly be largely 
attended by business men and the city o- 
cials, all of whom realize the necessity of 
bringing about a solution of the problem, and 
it is probable that some steps will be taken. 

L. M. Chipiey, the promoter of various new 
that he has ready for 
the meeting a solation of the problem in the 
form of a new fuel, viz., a cbndiment with the 
exceedingly cuphonious title, artificial natur- 
al gas. 

Mr. J. T. MocCarrier, representtng the 
Northern Heat & Lighs Co. of Minneapolis, 
Mian., bas been in the city several days, ex- 
hibiting his process for the manufacture of 
gas. It is now in use to some extent in Minne- 
apolis and St. Paul and the company now has 
an ordinance before the coundéils of the twin 
cities relative to the establishment of a pliant 
to supply the city with their new fuel and 
light. The town of Adrian, Mich., is supplied 
witha plant which furnishes heat and light 
for houses, stores, factories, thilis, etc., to 
the greatest satisfaction, so Mr. McUarrier 
says. 

A PROBABLE SOLUTION, 

On a desk in Mr. Chipley’s office this morn- 
ing there was placed a wooden box of a shape 
and character to give the impression that it 
was a croquet box. Mr. Chipley opened the 
exceed iugly meek and lowly looking box with 


the remark: I've got a couple of million 
dollars in here. 

Tus reporter’s eyes bulged out in sntici- 
pation, but the Col. Sellerism of the remark 
was soon apparent. Inside the box were four 
common giass fruit jars connected with rub- 
ber tubes, a square tin box, an alr pump, aad 
two gas jets attached to small pipes running 
from the tin box.

The tube connected these 
jare with the retort. |
